AGES are being precipitately reduced in many quarters. 
Textile industries led the procession with decreases 


reckoned on the average at 30 per cent. 
The railroads have 


been seeking to discover ways of making their payrolls lean. 
Wages in the steel industry have been cut down. The packers 
last week lowered their pay rates from 12'i to 15 per cent, and 
increased by 25 per cent, the length of the basic working period. 
A vear ago, before consumers rebelled against high prices, 
many said that "Labor must be liquidated." The process is now 
in progress. 
Wages were low in 1914. The great majority of men em- 


ployed in industry, according to the Census of Manufactures, 
earned hardly more than half of the least amount needed to 
support an American family in health, not to speak of comfort. 
Wages were higher in 1920; comparatively, they were higher! The worjd wju ^ more mterested 
than ever before. But so was the cost of living. 
In nineteen !m peace ideals after it has grabbed 
cities studied by the Bureau of Labor Statistics the cost of living)everything worth having, 
advanced 96.8 "per cent, between December, 1914, and Decem- 
ber, 1920. In many industries wages went up at a higher rate 
than did the cost of living.

In 1914, 
taking federal figures^ men who followed this occupation got 
on the average $15.95 weekly for working more than nine 
hours a day.
